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ABSTRACT 

Four sections comprise this report: (1) a mission 
statement of the I.N. Thut World Education Center (TWEC); (2) a 
program profile; (3) a narrative of major TWEC activities, curricular 
developments, personnel changes, and trends; and (4) a summary of 
TWEC's outreach and public service activities. Located at the 
University of Connecticut, TWEC was established as the World 
Education Project in 1971 and received official university 
designation as a center and its current name in 1980. TWEC honors the 
memoryof Dr. Isaac N. Thut who pioneered comparative and 
international educational studies at the university. TWEC works in 
the four major areas that comprise the field of world education: 
bilingual/bicultural education; multicultural education; 
international education; and global education. Activities include 
developing curricula; organizing conferences, seminars, and 
workshops; sponsoring studies of educational issues; and producing 
special publications.

The fourth dimension of TWEC's mission is Global Education by which we mean 
world order studies of the issues that concern all humanity such as human rights and 
genocide awareness educatsion, ecology education, learning about problems of food 
and population, family life education, studying the role of education in development, 
exploring educational futuristics, and engaging in irenics (peace and conflict 
resolution studios.) Spec ipl publications, conferences, topics in our courses and 
seminars, and workshops all are vehicles for implementing TWEC's global education 



commitments.

The I.N. Thut World Education Center is the only university-based organization 
of its kind in the State of Connecticut. TWEC cooperates with the Connecticut State 
Department of Education and the Connecticut State Library. It also works together 
with the Center for International Education, School of Education, The University of 
Massachusetts; and the Center for World Education, College of Education and Human 
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Services, The University of Vermont in art informal New England Consortium. Liaison 
and documentary exchange is maintained with about twenty-five other world education 
centers elsewhere in i,he United ^tafes and overseas. TWEC publications are normally 
incorporated into the ERIC system and become available on microfiche.
